ali of the same Kidpey, and known as such lor
many years in police circles, AMrs, Gleason, sod
Cort, the laiter admitting an alias, were among
those examined, The latter, on ULls eross-exami-
pation, admitted that he bad served & term In
Bing Sing. Nelther of thess witnesses, tbey being
brother and sister, stuod very well the crucibie ol
cross-examination. The protabulty is, rom pres-
ent appearances, that the trial will last at least a
week longer.
